Reaching the Firing Line 


Private Joseph Arthur Gagnon 


Battery F, son of Mr. and Mrs. Her- 
cule Gagnon of 503 Fletcher street, is 
home on a ten-days' furlough after 
spending?" several months in 
France 


The young man is guttering from frac- 
tures of. both ankles and his physical 
condition is much impaired.' Private 
Uagnon is undergoing a treatment at 
a base hospital at Lakewood, N. J., 
and will return to the hospital in ten 
days, at which time he expects to be 
operated upon. 
"I am overjoyed to be back In Low- 


ell, but I am very chagrined te say 
that although I spent several months 
in France 1 was unable to.fight with 
the boys in khaki, for I met with an 
accident before I was given 'an oppor- 
tunity to go to the front," so stated 
the young soldier to a. Sun reporter 
this morning. Private Gagnon 
said 
that through the courtesy of three 
officers he was given a chance to see 
life in the trenches, for during, the 
time he was confined to a base hospi- 
tal in France he was taken away by 
the officers to serve as iheir orderly 
and he.remained in the trenches four 
days. "My desire to visit the trenches," 
said the soldier, "was to meet some of 
the Lowell boys, but luck was against 
me, for when I arrived there they 
were enjoying a rest in soma other 
district." 
Private Gagnon, who observed the 


23rd 
anniversary 
of his 
birth 
in 


France, enlisted with Battery F at 
Boxiord, Mass., Aug. 17, 1917. He re- 
mained at camp a few weeks and then 
sailed for France. 
The trip across 


was a most pleasant one, for even 
•while going through the 
war 
zone 


there was not the slightest sign of a 
submarine. 
Home 'of the boys were 


very sick while going across, but most 
of them stood the test in grand style. 
It took eleven days to make the voy- 
age and two days before landing on 
French soil, French aeroplanes came 
flying over the transport and in some 
Instanoespfhe- machines were so close 
that conversations were held between 
the flyers and ,the men on the ship. 


"When we landed in France," said 


the young soldier, "it was a general 
holiday at the port. Men, women and 
children carrying baskets of fruit and 
other good things were on the dock 
and they felt that we were so slow 
in disembarking that they sent out 
row boats to the transport. Of course 
the parties in tile row boats were wel- 
comed guests, for they took along with 
them fruit.01.all kinds and believe mu. 
we had some feed. Alter some time 
we finally landed and all we could 
hear was 
'Vive les Americains.' 
i 
cannot describe the scene that follow- 


i i.J our landing, but I can^say that we 


were received like kings." 
Thrown From Horse 


Shortly after our arrival at a French 


port we were assigned to camping 
grounds' some distance away and there 
we 
remained in training. It 
was 


while in training on Dec. S that I was 
injured. 
1 had been placed m charge 


of Wo green Canadian horses and on 
Dec. 3 in the afternoon I started out 
to water the horses three miles away. 
1 was riding one of the horses bare- 
back and leading the other. When I 
reached a certain point a French army 
truck came along at a fairly good 


speed and the noise of 
the muffler 


scared the horses. Not being on my 
guard I was thrown off and landed on 
the other side of the fence. Not feel- 
ing any pain I got up on my feet and 
jumping on another horse which was 
nearby, I gave chase and caught my 
two horses. Later when I returned to 
the stables I dropped to ground and 
remained there. I was carried to the 
camp hospital and there it was found 
that both of my ankles were broken. 
I believe and the doctors who treated 
me are of the same belief, that the 
fall had weakened my ankles to such 
an extent that when I dropped from 
the horse,later, I fractured both. 
"On account of my condition I was 


removed to a' base hcspital, where I 
received the best of treatment, but my 
illness proved to be a long one. It 
was while I was confined to the hos- 
pital that the members ot th« battery 
left for the front and 1 was almost 
heartbroken to think toat I was not 
in line. 
Although located about 60 


miles from the front I could hear the 
roar of the cannon and the thought of

AUSTRIA 
AS 
GERMAN VASSAL 


Because 
a 
letter 
from Emperor 


Charles of Austria bearing upon the 
subject of peace has been published 
in France, the 
German press 
has 


raised such a howl, that Count Czer- 
nm of Austria has resigned as minis- 
ter of foreign relations and Emperor 
Charles has offered abject apologies. 


It is plain from what has transpired 


that Austria wants peace but cannot, 
doesn't dare to move in that direction 
because completely dominated by Ger- 
many. 


It may as well be assumed that 


from this time forward, Austria is a 
vassal state, absolutely 
subject 
to 


German control. The same is true of 
Bulgaria and Turkey. It might be ex- 
pected that Austria would have some 
influence in dictating the terms and 
the time of peace but apparently Ger- 
many will not tolerate such a thing; 
and hence Emperor Charles is making 
humble apologies for having had any- 
thing to do with such a letter as that 
published. 


Count Czernin appears to have been 


made the "goat" and he steps down 
and out to appease Germany. Here 
is an instance of what pan-German- 
ism 
means. The Austrians have it 


already, although fighting to make it 
world wide. Still Germany continues 
to dictate what battles will be fought, 
and with what terrific unconcern the 
soldiers 
of Austria 
are 
given 
to 


slaughter. 


If there is a trace of independence 


left in the dual monarchy, it is time 
it were asserted to show that 
the 


state is not the abject slave and vas- 
sal of Germany. . 


THE WAR SITUATION 


By force of numbers Germany has 


captured the greater part of Messines 
ridge, where the British made a vig- 
orous resistance against greatly su- 
perior numbers. 


The high ground thus won by Ger- 


many, if held, will give her an advan- 
tage by which she may be able to 
capture 
Ypres 
without any great 


struggle. 


The facility with 
which Germany 


can launch attacks by fresh troops 
against the British forces almost worn 
out by continuous lighting is the se- 
cret of her success. Something must 
be done by the commander-in-chief to 
relieve the situation 
from Messinos 


ridge to Ypres or else the Teutons 
will score further successes. 


Lloyd George states that while ter- 


ritory has been lost, no vital point 
has been surrendered, it will be no- 
ticed that Germany has dropped her 
drive in other directions and that she 
is striking wherever she can get an 
opening. In the campaign of the last 
few days, she has advanced at terrific 
cost; and what her ultimate aim may 
be is puzzling to the allies. One thing 
very certain, however, la, that she is 
trying to wipe out the British army. 
Another aim is to roach the coast 
sufficiently far north 
to be secure 


against being enveloped and cut off, 
an eventuality that might ensue if she 
drove a deep wedge into the allied 
line farther south. Altogether the sit- 
uation Is rather discouraging, although 
Shore is no immediate prospect of a 
rweeplng or decisive victory by the 
enemy.

Having learned how to make a hotbed 


(or growing your hot weather plant! 
you will, of course, want to know how 
to plant and care for the vegetables you 
want to start early under glass. 


First, sow about twice as many seeds 
of each vegetable as you will want to 
grow in your garden. That allows for 
some seeds which will not germinate 
and for weak plants which should be 


than •utdoor*. For Instance, tomatoes 
outdoors require three square feet 
space, but tomato seed In the hotbed 
can be sown as closely as . two inches 
apart. They should be thinned out to 
twice that space as they grow up, am 
to even more space when transplanted 
to the cold frame. 


The secret of good hotbed manage- 


ment is water, ventilation and heat. 


As a cardrn In flower pots and boxes looks after the tomatoes, lettuce, 


etc., sta 


Water well, but don't drench the bed 


Apply water before noon so the leave 
may dry before evening.

water Is best. Hot water will wilt am 
cold water may halt the growth of tb 
tiny seedlings. 


Raise glass top a little during the da.: 


to let air in. but don't do this if a colt 
win* is blowing toward the frame or 01 
exceedingly cold days. If several col< 
days come together ventilate througrl 
cloth. 


Don't forget to cover glass with 


heavy cloth, old carpet or matting every 
night. 


When transplanted to cold frames the 


seedlings do not need as much protec 
tion against the cold air, and many days 
the glass can be kept up all day long: 
Cover at night. Water just as care- 
fully and as often as ever, but gradu- 
ally let the water get colder until it is 
normal. 


Paste this and succeeding garden les- 
sons In your garden scrapbook. 


pulled and thrown away. A few plants 
left over in the cold frame may be 
nursed along and held for such emer- 
gencies as a plant In the garden being 
killed by poultry, dogs, insects, worms 
or frost. 


Before sowing seed in the hotbed

gram. Labor la becoming: more im- 
portant every day In the winning of 
the war. 
In England an industrial revolution

ganized labor.

There are fundamental and sweep-

touching labor and its problems, 
; Our labor program, as announced 
by Secretary of L*abor Wilson, con- 
sists of a declaration of principles and 
a no less important announcement of 
machinery for adjusting labor dis- 
putes. 
The principles to be officially recogr- 


nized by the government, if the pro- 
posed plan is made official, begin with 
recognition of the right of workmen 
to organize and to standardize and 
raise wages. 


Where unions exist they shall be 


continued, is the first proposition. 


In establishments where both union 


and non-union workers are employed 
and the employer deals with the in- 
dividual, the continuation of this sta- 
tus shall not be regarded as a griev- 
ance. This is a concession to the em- 
ployer. 
It is declared additionally, however, 


that the workers shall have full and 
free opportunity to form the unor- 
ganized workers into unions. 


The basic eight-hour day is recog- 


nized as applying in all cases in which 
existing law requires it, and in other 
cases the question of hours shall be 
settled with regard to the welfare, 
health and comfort 
of workers, as 


well as government necessities. 
The 


declaration of principles also .contains 
this: 
1—The right of all workers, includ- 


ing laborers, to a living wage is here- 
by declared. 


2—In fixing wages minimum rates 


of pay shall be established which will 
insure subsistence of the worker and 
his family in health and reasonable 
comfort. 
This is a recognition of the 


principle of a minimum wage. 


The temporary conference .recom- 


mends creation of a, permanent con- 
ference, similar to the temporary body 
—containing representatives of labor 
(union and non-union), consumers and 
employers—under wihose auspices ma- 
'chinery shall be created^ for settling 
labor controversies— 
First, by conciliation. 
Second, by arbitration. 
To bring together parties to labor 


disputes, committees of investigation 
are authorized, to hear the merits of 
the dispute. If these conciliators fail, 
the disputed matters are to be left to 
an umpire. 
If the national board is 


unable to agree unanimously on an 
umpire, his name shall be drawn by 
lot from the list of 10 persons nomi- 
nated by the president of the United 
States.

LONDON (By Mail).—The 
British 


ministry of monitions has been charged 
by a committee of the house of com- 
mons with wasting 
public 
funds 


through failure to adopt elementary, 
precautions in awarding contracts for 
war supplies. The expenditures of the 
munitions department were investigated 
by a. committee on 
national expendi- 
tures. 


In its report the committee charged 


that the department had no adequate 
system of estimating costs or of con- 
trolling prices of munitions, that it did 
not properly limit profits to the con- 
tractors nor regulate the use of labor 
and material. 
' 


According to the committee, the min- 
istry of munitions has expended about 
100,000,000 pounds in the erections and 
equipment 
of 
national factories in 


gran IK to private firms and in supplying 
buildings and equipment to them. 


Investigations by accountants have 


corrected some of the wasteful methods 
alleged. 
In this way 3,000,000 pounds 


were saved by a reduction in the prico 
of cordite. 
Reductions in the contract 


prices of ammunition!*, following tech- 
nical investigations of costs, resulted in 
the saving of 35,000,000 pounds in two 
years. In one contract for gun erii'Ip- 
ment, it. is, asserted, accountants em- 
ployed by the munitions department re- 
duced the contractors' profit by 2,00,00') 
pounds.

crumpled up with several bullets in 
his head. 


Escorted by several guards he was 


taken from the Santo prison 45 min- 
utes before his execution. After leav-

listened to the exhortation, of a prison 
chaplain. Then liis eyes were ban- 
daged and ho went without a struggle 
to his place before the iiring squad. - 


"So much the better; I am delight- 


ed," he exclaimed when awakened by 
Commandant Juilen of the third court 
martial, who told him that the hour 
of expiation had arrived. These were 
tho only words spoken by Bolo except 
for instructions to the chaplain to 
take from his body a silk lace hand- 
kerchief which he placed on his chest 
and give it to his brother, Monsignor 
Bolo. 
The condemned man went to 


his execution in u new suit of clothes 
brought to the prison by his brother. 
He wore white gloves- 


"Before setting forth from the prison 


Bolo asked to be permitted to part alee 
of communion.

VASSAL 


Because 
a 
letter 
from 
Emperor 


Charles of Austria bearing upon the 
subject of peace has been published 
in France, the 
German 
press 
has 


raised such a howl, that Count Czer- 
nin of Austria has resigned as minis- 
ter of foreign relations and Emperor 
Charles'has offered abject apologies. 


It is plain from what has transpired 


that Austria wants peace but cannot, 
doesn't dare to move in that direction 
because completely dominated by Ger- 
many. 


It may as well be assumed 
that 


from this time forward, Austria is a 
vassal state, absolutely subject 
to 


German control. The same is true of 
Bulgaria and Turkey. It might be ex- 
pected that Austria would have some 
influence in dictating the terms and 
the time of peace but apparently Ger- 
many will not tolerate such a thing; 
and hence Emperor Charles is making 
humble apologies for having had any- 
thing to do with such a letter as that 
published. 


Count Czernin appears to have been 


made the "goat" and he steps down 
and out to appease Germany. 
Here 


is an instance of what pan-German- 
ism 
means. The Ausfrians have it 


already, although fighting to make it 
world wide. Still Germany continues 
to dictate what battles will be fought, 
and with what terrific unconcern the 
soldiers 
of Austria are 
given 
to 


slaughter. 


If there is a trace of independence 


left in the dual monarchy, it is time 
it were asserted to show that 
the 


state is not the abject slave and vas- 
sal ol Germany. 


THE WAR SITUATION 


By force of numbers Germany has 


captured the greater part of Messines 
ridge, where the British made a vig- 
orous resistance against greatly su- 
perior numbers. 


The high ground thus won by Ger- 


many, if held, will give her an advan- 
tage by which she may be able to 
capture 
"i'pres 
without 
any great 


struggle. 


The facility with 
which Germany 


can launch attacks by fresh troops 
against the British forces almost worn 
out by continuous fighting is the se- 
cret of her success. Something must 
be done by the commander-in-chief to 
relieve the situation from Messines 
ridge to Ypres or else the Teutons 
will score further successes. 


Lloyd George states that while ter- 


ritory has been lost, no vital point 
has been surrendered. It will be no- 
ticed that Germany has dropped her 
drive in other directions and that she 
is striking wherever she can get an 
opening. In the campaign of the last 
^••v days, she has advanced at terrific 
cost; and what her ultimate aim may 
be is puzzling to the allies. , One thing 
very certain, however, is, that she is 
trying to wipe out the British army. 
Another aim is to reach the coast 
sufficiently far north 
to 
be 
secure 


against being enveloped and cut off, 
an eventuality that might cn-suc. if she 
drove a deep wedge into the allied 
line farther south. Altogether the sit- 
uation is rather discouraging, although 
there Is no immediate prospect cf a 
sweeping or decisive victory by the 
enemy.

for growing1 your hot weather plants 
you will, of course, want to know how 
to plant and care for the vegetables you 
want to start early under glass. 
First, sow about twice as many seeds 


of each vegetable as you will want to 
grow in your garden. That allows for 
some seeds which will not germinate 
and for weak plants which should be 


than outdoors. For Instance, tomatoe 
outdoors require three square feet o 
space, but tomato seed in the hotbe 
can bo sown as closely as two incite 
apart. They should be thinned out t 
twice that space as they grrow up, an 
to even more space when transplarite 
to the cold frame. 


The secret .of good hotbed manage 


ment Is water, ventilation and heat. 


A» a garden in flower pot* nod boxes looks after tbe tomatoes, lettuce, 
etc., start growing.

labor controversies— 


First, by conciliation.

an umpire. If the national board is 
unable to agree unanimously on an 
umpire, his name shall be drawn by 
lot from the list of 10 persons nomi- 
nated by the president of the United 
States.

naintained. AVhen the order to lire 
was given, the rifles spoke

crumpled up with several bullets in 
its head. 


Escorted by several guards he was 


taken from the Saute prison 45 min- 
utes before hLs execution. .After leiev- 
ng: the automobile at Vincennes,

istened to the exhortation of a prison 
chaplain. Then his eyes were 
ban- 


daged and ho went without a struggle 
:o his place before the firing squad. 


"So much the better; I am delight- 


ed," he exclaimed when awakened by 
Commandant Julien oE thn third court 
nartial, who (old him that the hour 
of expiation had arrived.

He only words spoken by Bolo except 
'.or instructions to the chaplain to 
ake from his body a silk lace hand- 
kerchief which he placed on his chest 
and give it to his brother, Monsignor 


;olo. The condemned man went to 
lis execution in a new suit of clothes 
rought to the prison by his brother. 
ie wore white gloves. 


Before setting forth from the prison 
olo asked to' be permitted to partake 
t! communion. 
After the execution the form of an

One was 
given to Bolo's brother and the other 
to his widow. 


Paul Bolo was born in Marseilles 


and studied for the law but forsook 
that profession for occupations which 
were more varied 
and 
hazardous 


From tho khedive of Egy^. Abbas 
Hilrni, Bolo received the Utli i>f pasha 
in 191'1, which has been linked with 
his name. Jt was through the khedive 
that Bolo entered 
negotiations with 


the German government to influence 
the French press and carry on propa- 
ganda. 


I3olo was arrested on Sp.pt. 29, 191.7. 


for receiving money from 
Germany 


for use in peace propagiinda. 
Follow- 


ing his arrest, there came sensational 
disclosures of his activities. He was 
placed on trial for high treason on 
Feb. -1, 191S, was convicted on Feb. 14 
and was sentenced to death. 


The activities of Bolo and other al- 


leged instruments of German propa- 
ganda in France were given the gen- 
eral term of ''Boloism" and the gen- 
eral trend of comment in legal, jour- 
nalistic and political circles after Bo- 
lo's com-iction were:
